Economics and the Depression 


Claisroom Afford* Study of Important Problem t Apart From 
Influence of Self-Interest 


WITH the second annual Homecoming only a few days off, there 
*' will be much hustle and bustle as the campus prepares for the 
big events. We of the present echool generation are apt to think 
of Homecoming as a round of dances, games, fraternity get-to- 
gethers, colorful football games, uproarious rallies, and returning 
grads. The last, “and returning grads,” is usually an afterthought 
with many of us. 


I wonder why grads do return? 
School spirit, say some. Others 
might say, “Oh Just another ex- 
cuse to have a good time and get 
you in a corner to tell you about the 
time they dragged the goal post* 
over the field when they won the 
game in ’98.” And we look about 
us with boredom at these Inevitable 
fixtures we find in every university 
— the returning grad. 

It seems to me that it is some- 
thing more than a good time that 
bring* the grad back; something 
more then seeing a few old buildings 
he saw for four years back in *98.

The seriousness of the present de- 
pression and the inability of econo- 
mists to foretell it adequately, to 
explain its origin or to proscribe for 
its removal, has lad many students 
to question whether the study of 
economics is worth while. It is true 
that many aspacts of economic life 
are yet beyond control; and some of 
theaq may remain so. But this is be- 
came of the groat complexity of both 
national and International economic 
phenomena and the amaxing speed 
at which large-scale exchange econ- 
omy has developed. 

The miseries of these yens are 
due not so much to the fact that 
“economics has failed” as to the fact 
that, in tha trsin of a disastrous war 
and an squally disastrous peace, 
many governments have disregarded 
some of the most fundamental and 
long established economic teachings, 
especially those regarding currency 
and trade. 

. Persons who are untrained in eco- 
nomics often expect the impossible. 
Unifies moat of tha "natural” sciences, 
economies does not lend itaelf to 
smell-scale, controlled, experimenta- 
tion, While economists learn much 
from tha careful observation and an- 
alysis of individual and group reac- 
tion*, they must gather most of their 
data from tha inadequate records of 
earlier and different times end from 
the complex currents of everyday eco- 
nomic life. "Other things" seldom 
“remain equal” but commonly change 
in ways which are both difficult to 
observe and almost impossible to 

The problem is seldom one at exact 


calculation but rather of estimation 
after extremely discriminating Judg- 
ment. Nevertheless, definite tenden- 
cies are discoverable In economic be- 
havior and specialised training makes 
it impossible to handle these ques- 
tions in a- wholly scientific manner. 
Since economists deal with public 
questions their disagreements are 
sometimes widely advertised; but 
their disagreements ere no more fre- 
quent or dlastroun than are those of 
physicians. 

The need for economic insight was 
never so, insistent as today. Man- 
kind has mat' no more difficult or 
more serious set of problems then 
those which ramify from the present 
economic situation. The hope for 
popular institutions, for popular wel- 
fare, even for cfrillxetlon itaelf, de- 
pends upon the understanding and 
control of these gigantic forces. This 
can be accomplished only when the 
rank and file of the people know bet- 
ter than the quack and the half-edu- 
cated. 

In this situation university eco- 
nomics has something definite to of- 
fer. Much is known about all the 
main fields of economic interest and, 
through improvement in data and its 
interpretation this knowledge grows 
steadily broader and deeper. The 
university class room, moreover, pro- 
vides perspective not easily attained 
elsewhere and reduces to a minimum 
the influence of insidious self-in- 
terest. Many of the questions are 
not finally answered (in what field 
are they?). A* the years unfold new 
problems will surely appear and de- 
mand new solutions. Few fields of- 
fer studies more fascinating, more 
challenging, or more practical.

To Set New Mark 


Colonial Gridmen “Headin'* for the Last Round-up”

If George Washington is to break 
its own record far season grid atten- 
dance in Washington set last year, the 
Colonials must draw around 11,000 fans 
Saturday. In addition to setting a new 
mark for total attendance here last 
season, Pixlee's team set a new local 
gate mark for attendance at a single 
game whan 28,000 fans were clicked 
through the turnstiles at the Alabama 
contest. Another record attained by G. 
W. in 1932 was that of having the larg- 
est percentage of increase in atten- 
dance over the previous year of any 
team in the Nation, according to Asso- 
ciated Press statistics. 

In seven home games to date the 
Colonials have drawn tome 83,000 fans 
to their games in comparison to 92,-

Dr. Marvin cleared all questiona that 
may have arisen in the rectnt dramatic 
crisis by outlining the purpose of the 
three organizatibns.

The president added that this was no 
new idea with him In as much as he 
had expressed the same opinion to Di- 
rector Dan Beattie last year and had 
even offered two or three suggestions 
for carrying on the work. 

No One in Competition 
Speaking of Cue and Curtain, Dr. 
Marvin complimented Director Con- 
stance Connor Brown for her fine work 
and said that thus far he had no com- 
plaints to make with that organisation. 
He saw their value here in the Uni- 
versity and could “conceive the place 
for such an organization (as Trouba- 
dours), too.” 

The Drama Appreciation Club, the 
president considers as just that — group 
meeting primarily for the appreciation 
of the theatre and its works. It was 
not infringing upon the work of either 
of the other organizations and was to 
be maintained with that principle in 
mind. '
